PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION DESIGNATING CERTAIN PERSONAL PROPERTY AS SURPLUS, 
OBSOLETE OR UNUSABLE TO THE COUNTY AND AUTHORIZING DONATION 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners (the ‘'Board”) has enacted Ordinance. 03-0-31. 
Amendment to Cook County Contracting and Purchasing Ordinance (the “Ordinance"), that sets forth the 
procedure by which the Board may designate certain surplus, obsolete and/or unusable personal property, 
equipment or other property of the County as assets for distribution as charitable donations; and 

WHEREAS, certain personal property that is surplus, obsolete or unusable to the County was inventoried 
following the opening of the Stroger Hospital of Cook County and such inventory includes medical 
books, more specifically described on Exhibit A submitted hereto and incorporated herein (the “Assets”); 
and 
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WHEREAS, the County desires to donate the Assets to legitimate nonprofit organizations, or local or 
foreign governmental entities for the public purpose of treating and controlling diseases that may be 
spread worldwide, thereby affecting the United States including the County of Cook and its residents; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the President of the Board has the responsibility, pursuant to the guidelines set 
forth in the Ordinance, for determining the recipient(s) of the Assets, with approval by the Board; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the President of the Board has detennined that the Foundation for Peace & 
Stability in Liberia, Inc., an Illinois not-for-profit corporation, with offices at 208 S. LaSalle Street, Suite 
677, Chicago, IL 60604 is a not-for profit organization that has expressed an interest in receiving the 
Assets for use in the promotion of health through enhancement of medical or educational service in 
Liberia. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that pursuant to the provisions of the Ordinance, the Board 
determines that the Assets are surplus, obsolete and/or unusable personal property and that: (1) the Assets 
are not needed by any department or division of the County; (2) the Assets are of a type that would 
provide a beneficial service in either the medical or education fields to another entity; and (3) the 
Intended Recipient, as hereinafter defined, is a nonprofit organization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board approves the designation of the Foundation for Peace & 
Stability in Liberia, Inc. as an intended recipient (an ‘intended Recipient”) of the Assets and approves the 
donation of the Assets to the Intended Recipient; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that subject to the satisfaction by the Intended Recipient of all 
requirements imposed by the Office of the President or by applicable law as appropriate to accomplish the 
transfer of the Assets, the President of the Board is hereby authorized to transfer title to the Assets to the 
Intended Recipient for the purposes described in this Resolution. Pursuant thereto, the President of the 
Board is authorized to execute any and all documents incidental to the transfer of the Assets including, 
but not limited to, the following: one or more agreements with the Intended Recipient providing for the 
transfer of title to any of the Assets, which agreements shall provide: i) that the Intended Recipient use the 
personal property in a manner that primarily promotes the implementation or improvement of medical or 
educational services available to the public; and ii) that the ownership of any Assets automatically reverts 
to the County if the entity at any time fails to use the personal property in that manner; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Office of the President of the Board shall have full discretion 
to decline to proceed with the donation of any of the Assets to the Intended Recipient for any reason 
including, but not limited to, a belief that the Intended Recipient has been or will be unable to remove the 
Assets, within a reasonable period of time, from a location or locations designated by the Deputy Director 
of Professional Affairs for the Stroger Hospital of Cook County or his designee. The Office of the 
President shall further be authorized to make arrangements for the temporary storage of the Assets in 
connection with the removal and salvage of other equipment from the fonner Cook County Hospital. 

If any of the Assets are not transferred to the Intended Recipient as provided herein, the Director of 
Capital Planning and Policy has the authority to dispose of such Assets, as salvage or as refuse.

Your Subcommittee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows:

AND TO PROMOTE EDUCATION WITHIN COOK COUNTY TO REDUCE AND 
PREVENT ANIMAL ABUSE AND RELATED INTERPERSONAL VIOLENCE 
(PROPOSED RESOLUTION). Submitting a Proposed Resolution sponsored by Joan 
Patricia Murphy, County Commissioner; and Co-Sponsored by John H. Stroger, Jr., 
President, Elizabeth Ann Doody Gonnan and Deborah Sims, County Commissioners. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Resolution. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE PARTNERS AGAINST ANIMAL CRUELTY 
(PAAC) TASK FORCE AND TO PROMOTE EDUCATION WITHIN COOK 
COUNTY TO REDUCE AND PREVENT ANIMAL ABUSE AND RELATED 
INTERPERSONAL VIOLENCE 

WHEREAS, criminal profiling experts associated with the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
have identified a strong correlation between animal abuse and violence against humans and 
have documented cruelty to animals as one of the traits which indicates the characteristics of 
a violent personality which is demonstrated by the disproportionately high number of violent 
killers in the prison system, virtually every serial killer, and recent cases of school violence; 
all of which have involved persons with a history of animal abuse; and 

WHEREAS, the Partners Against Animal Cruelty (PAAC) Task Force was fonned in 
September 2004, to coordinate a county-wide effort to abolish cruelty, neglect and violence 
involving animals in order to improve the quality and safety of their lives as well as the lives 
and safety of the citizens of our communities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
recognizes the establishment of Partners Against Animal Cruelty (PAAC), a volunteer 
organization governed by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, comprised of an 
advisory board of five to seven members, one appointee from each of the seventeen (17) 
commissioner districts, and a representative from each of the thirty (30) townships as well as 
law enforcement, animal control wardens, animal organizations, and shelters; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

1. Recognizes that individuals who abuse animals are more likely to commit more serious 
violent crimes against humans. 
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2. Urges social workers, teachers, mental health professionals, and others to be aware of the 
connection between animal cruelty and human violence and to evaluate carefully and to 
monitor closely individuals who have a history of abusing animals since this may indicate 
a propensity to commit violence against other humans. 

3. Urges appropriate local and county agencies to encourage and support research to 
increase the understanding of the connection between cruelty to animals and violence 
against humans in order to utilize instances of animal abuse to identify and intervene with 
potentially violent individuals and to assist in identifying and protecting children at risk 
of abuse and neglect. 

4. Urges agencies which are undertaking research on violent crime and its causes to 
incorporate examination of the link between violence against animals and violence 
against humans. 

5. Urges local law enforcement officials, particularly prosecutors and judges, to treat cases 
of animal cruelty seriously both because such cruelty is a reliable indicator of the 
potential for domestic violence and other forms of violence against humans. 

6. Commends the fine work of local animal control officials and humane investigators who 
help enforce laws against animal abuse and urges these professionals to work more 
closely with local law enforcement personnel to identify and prevent potential violence 
against humans.

Attorney’s Office would be glad to work with Chairman Collins on the fine details of the ordinance. Mr. 
Driscoll also stated that he had seen the substitute ordinance and that the State's Attorney's Office will 
continue to work with Chairman Collins on State’s Attorney’s suggestions if the ordinance is voted to go 
before the full Board. 

Chainnan Collins asked her staff to distribute the substitute ordinance to the Commissioners and asked 
for a motion to adopt the substitute ordinance. 

Commissioner Butler requested to be added as co-sponsor on Communication No. 271734. 

Upon further discussion, Vice Chairman Ciaypool, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to 
adopt the Substitute Ordinance for Communication No. 271734. The motion carried. 

Chairman Collins asked Karen B. Siegel, Ph.D., Public Policy Consultant, to address the Committee with 
the aid of her Power Point Presentation. 

Subsequently, Ms. Siegel provided the Committee with a written handout of the above presentation, 
entitled “Cook County Jail Diversion Project.” 

Commissioner Moreno stated that the Cook County Jail Diversion Project Program will come at no 
expense to the State, Federal or County governments. The cost of jailing one inmate averages between 
$100 to $125 per day. Multiplying that cost by 90% of the approximately 1,200 inmates results in a 
savings to the taxpayers of between $36 million and $45 million annually, depending on the length of stay 
of each inmate.

RELATED INTERPERSONAL VIOLENCE 

WHEREAS, criminal profiling experts associated with the Federal Bureau of Investigation have 
identified a strong correlation between animal abuse and violence against humans and have documented 
cruelty to animals as one of the traits which indicates the characteristics of a violent personality which is 
demonstrated by the disproportionately high number of violent killers in the prison system, virtually every 
serial killer, and recent cases of school violence; all of which have involved persons with a history of 
animal abuse; and 

WHEREAS, a strong correlation exists between animal abuse in a household and violence by the 
offender against their spouse and their children and since intentional animal abuse is an early signal that 
individuals, including young people, may perpetrate violent crimes against other individuals and since 
many young children through their parents, friends or relatives have been exposed to dog fights, 
witnessing and even participating, which desensitizes children to acts of violence, it is likely that children 
exposed to dog fighting will commit acts of violence against humans and other crimes in the future as 
studies have shown that the crimes attendant to dog fighting include organized gambling, narcotics 
possession and/or distribution, and weapons violations; and 
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WHEREAS, dog fighting masked as ‘'entertainment” is a form of violence against animals and a serious 
problem throughout the United States, including Cook County, crossing all racial, ethnic and 
socioeconomic lines. The State has enacted laws providing for the forfeiture of money, proceeds, 
vehicles and real property acquired in whole or in part as a result of dog fighting, or the facilitation of dog 
fighting, which require that the proceeds from the sale of properties forfeited and sold upon conviction of 
dog fighting be utilized in the investigation and enforcement of laws including dog fighting and animal 
cruelty; and 

WHEREAS, the Partners Against Animal Cruelty (PAAC) Task Force was formed in September 2004, 
to coordinate a county-wide effort to abolish cruelty, neglect and violence involving animals in order to 
improve the quality and safety of their lives as well as the lives and safety of the citizens of our 
communities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners recognizes 
the establishment of Partners Against Animal Cruelty (PAAC), a volunteer organization governed by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners, comprised of an advisory board of five to seven members, one 
appointee from each of the seventeen (17) commissioner districts, and a representative from each of the 
thirty (30) townships as well as law enforcement, animal control wardens, animal organizations, and 
shelters; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

1. Recognizes that individuals who abuse animals are more likely to commit more serious 
violent crimes against humans. 

2. Urges social workers, teachers, mental health professionals, and others to be aware of the 
connection between animal cruelty and human violence and to evaluate carefully and to 
monitor closely individuals who have a history of abusing animals since this may indicate a 
propensity to commit violence against other humans. 

3. Urges appropriate local and county agencies to encourage and support research to increase 
the understanding of the connection between cruelty to animals and violence against humans 
in order to utilize instances of animal abuse to identify and intervene with potentially violent 
individuals and to assist in identifying and protecting children at risk of abuse and neglect. 

4. Urges agencies which are undertaking research on violent crime and its causes to incorporate 
examination of the link between violence against animals and violence against humans. 

5. Urges local law enforcement officials, particularly prosecutors and judges, to treat cases of 
animal cruelty seriously both because such cruelty is a reliable indicator of the potential for 
domestic violence and other forms of violence against humans. 

6. Commends the fine work of local animal control officials and humane investigators who help 
enforce laws against animal abuse and urges these professionals to work more closely with 
local law enforcement personnel to identify and prevent potential violence against humans.

RECOGNITION OF NATIONAL LEAD POISONING PREVENTION WEEK 

OCTOBER 23-29, 2005 

WHEREAS, lead poisoning is the number one preventable environmental illness of children in the U.S.; 
and 

WHEREAS, lead is a highly toxic metal that at one time was an ingredient in many household products, 
including paints manufactured before 1978; and 

WHEREAS, many homes throughout suburban Cook County, particularly in poorer communities, have 
older housing that potentially contain lead hazards; and 

WHEREAS, in Illinois, approximately 25,000 children per year are identified with elevated blood lead 
levels and in Cook County, according to the most recent data, 9,168 children were identified; and 

WHEREAS, children become lead poisoned when they breathe or swallow lead dust or by eating soil or 
paint chips containing lead. Lead poisoning, if not caught early, can cause a lifetime of learning and 
behavior problems that are irreversible; and 

WHEREAS, early detection is important and can be made through a simple blood test perfonned at a 
medical provider's office: and 

WHEREAS, children between ages 0-6 should be tested, especially if their home was built before 1978, 
and homes should undergo a risk-assessment if major renovations or repairs need to be made; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health is working toward a lead-safe Cook County, 
by administering funding to community and government organizations to abate/mitigate homes with lead 
hazards and by providing infonnation to the public on the importance of having children tested for lead. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, in 
recognition of Lead Poisoning Prevention Week, strongly encourages: 

• Homeowners of housing built before 1978 to have their homes checked by qualified 
professionals to determine if there are any lead hazards; additionally, renovation should only 
be done by those who adhere to proper lead-safe work practices. 

• Parents to request a blood test for children between 6 and 9 months of age and based on risk 
of exposure, have them retested regularly. 

• Doctors to include lead testing and screening as part of regular care for their young patients.
